IN THIS day and ape there i* 
little reaso n why any child sho u ld 
hav e to go thro u gh life with cro ss- 
ey e becau se there are few cases o f 
this beau ty -destro y ing handicap 
which will no t respo nd to pro per 
treatment IF it is begu n early 
eno u gh. 
In fact, perfect resu lts can be 
o btained in many instances o nly 
if co rrectio n begins as so o n as the 
defect appears. On the o ther hand, 
ev en adu lts who hav e cro ss-ey e 
can be helped by o peratio ns which 
will make the ey es lo o k straight 
ev en tho u gh they will no t resto re 
perfect v isio n. 
In the child, ho wev er, there is 
ev ery chance that no rmal v isio n 
can be secu red alo ng with resto ra­ 
tio n o f the appearance. Hence, 
parents sho u ld alway s take the 
child to an ey e specialist the mo ­ 
ment cro ss-ey e is no ticed. Early 
treatment will no t o nly keep the 
co nditio n fro m beco ming wo rse, 
bu t it may sav e y ears o f treatment 
later and, po ssibly , make o pera­ 
tio n u nnecessary .

Acco rding to Dr. Mary Pu gh o f 
England, a child who has dev el­

IN THIS day and age there la 
little reason why any child should 
have to go through life with cross- 
eye because there are few cases of 
this beauty-destroying handicap 
which will not respond to proper 
treatment IF it is begun early 
enough. 
In fact, perfect results can be 
obtained in many instances only 
if correction begins as soon as the 
defect appears. On the other hand, 
even adults who have cross-eye 
can be helped by operations which 
will make the eyes look straight 
even though they will not restore 
perfect vision. 
In the child, however, there is 
every chance that normal vision 
can be secured along with restora­ 
tion of the appearance. Hence, 
parents should always taka the 
child to an eye specialist the mo­ 
ment cross-eye ia noticed.

Even the Democrats cou ld thu s 
rid themselves of the Commu nist 
party influ ence which is trying to 
establish a balance of power over 
them—bu t only that portion of the 
movement.
